WISCONSIN’S 
LAKES 


T he A nsw er: 
The w ater ouzel, 
.also know n as dipper. 
Of 
this 
f fam ily he is the lone m em ber in 


1 the U nited States, being native to 
I the Rockies and the m ountains of 
¡C alifornia. 
In size he is 
about 
'th a t of a robin, but looks sm aller 
because of his short tail, 
giving 
him a squatty 
appearance. 
His 
color is slate, paler on th e breast 
than the other p arts of the body. 
It is one of th e few' species of birds 
w here both sexes are alike in col­ 
oration. He is know n as th e gifted 
singer of the 
rushing 
m ountain 
torrents of the West. 
He is as m uch a t hom e u n d er the 
w ater as other birds are in th e air, 
his principal item of food being 
the insects w hich live below the 


surface of the w ater. 
The w ater ouzel can w alk on the 
w ater flowing over his head. 
It is 
claim ed he can fly un d er 
w ater, 
bottom of a stream 
w ith 
sw ift 
using his wings as he does in the 
air. 
His nest is alw ays n ea r the 
w ater, generally close to w aterfall, 
and, in m any instances, behind it 
w here he has to go through a cu r­ 
tain of falling w ater to m ake his 
exit. 
T he nest is bu ilt 
of 
soft 
green moss, a little h u t w ith a hole 
in the side for a door, kept alive 
and grow ing by a constant w etting, 
eith er by spray from the falls or by 
the birds dipping them selves in the 
w ater, then going to the top of the 
nest and shaking them selves viol­ 
ently. 


Joe Alexander, superintendent of 
recreational publicity for the State 
of Wisconsin, spent yesterday m ak­ 
ing apologies. 
"Wisconsin has been 
telling people for years,” he said, 
‘th a t we have 7,000 lakes.

find we have only 6,138.

pretty ashamed of ourselves for mis­ 
leading our vacationers for so long.

“W e’ll have to get along as best 
we can, remembering, however, th a t 
Lake Superior and Lake Michigan 
help boost the total num ber from 
6,138 to 6,140.” 
The official lake count has Just 
been made public by the Land Eco­ 
nomic Inventory division of the Wis­ 
consin State Planning board. 
The 
survey took twelve years to accom­ 
plish with field crews crossing every 
section of Wisconsin in four places. 
Mapped results were then checked 
against an aerial survey for double 
accuracy. 
The surve 
states th at 
W isconsin’s lakes cover 591,066 acres, 
923 square miles, with an average of 
96.28 acres per lake. The final count 
j of rivers and .streams, with their 
| acreage, has not yet been tabulated 
from survey data.

Alexander pointed out assuring# 
I th a t it would still take a very long 
i tim e to fish every Wisconsin lake. 
| “If a fisherm an,” he said, “set out 
to fish a lake a day for each da., of 
a 169-day fishing sea. on, lt would 
take 36 years to fish 'em all—and 
then there w’ould be 54 lakes rem ain­ 
ing. 
And when you consider that 
there are some lakes th a t a fisher­ 
man just couldn’t bear to leave after 
one day, you can see th a t even a 
very young fisherman could devote 
his entire fishing career to Wiscon­ 
sin lakes, and end up an old man but 
a satisfied fisherman.” 
Alexander thought th at maybe he 
ought to make a second apologv 
“It has been legendary.” he sa 1 
“that here and there in Wisconsin 
you can find a native, most often an 
Indian, who knows ’a little lake 
back in the woods that is unknown 
and has never been fished’! 
But 
now the lake inventory has located 
every single lake, so there can no 
longer be any ‘unknown’ lakes. We 
have, though, one straw to grasp— 
there may still be lakes that have 
oever had a boat on them, or had 
1 lures cast on their waters."

“One subject, one picture,” is 
the formula that m any 
am ateur 
photographers use; but it often 
happens that more than one shot is 
needed to tell the story, or make 
the subject as interesting as pos­ 
sible. 
The truth is, very 
few 
snap­ 
shots are complete in themselves. 
One shot presents just one phase 
—it serves as an introduction, but 
a second or third shot is often re­ 
quired to clear up all the details 
and round out the picture idea. 
Sometimes a second shot helps 
to explain the first and m ake it 
more pointed. 
Consider the pic­ 
tures above, as a good example. 
The lower one is an excellent ac­ 
tion snap—I’d be glad to have it in 
my album. 
But the 
upper 
one 
really makes the story complete— 
it points up the “follow -the-lead­ 
er” idea, and explains why the 
dog is diving. 
Each picture helps 
reinforce the effect of the other, 
and together they supply the ker­ 
nel of an amusing picture sequ­ 
ence. 


In a sequence of this sort, it sel­ 
dom matters which picture 
you 
take first. Often you can take one 
shot, and that will give you the 
idea for a series of pictures—pos­ 
sibly all preceding the original pic­ 
ture. 
The final order of such a 
picture-sequence is 
worked 
out 
when you paste the various shots 
in your album. 
Nearly every good subject de­ 
serves more than one picture, and 
it’s unwise to assume 
that 
your 
first picture is the best that can be 
obtained. 
Frequently a 
different 
angle or a different camera posi­ 
tion, will yield a second shot that 
is better. 
In m ovie-m aking, it’s a 
regular practice to take a general 
View—then move up for a series of 
close-ups, showing details of the 
subject or action. 
Be “sequence-m inded” in your 
picture-taking. 
The 
picture 
se­ 
quence is the modern way of tell­ 
ing a story in pictures—and good 
picture sequence will lend distinc­ 
tion to your album.

Upon the advice and coun­ 
sel of employees, labor represen­ 
tatives. public employment agen­ 
cies, and advisory committees of 
trade and industrial education, the 
State and local Boards for Voca­ 
tional Education shall determine: 
A. The jobs in the essential in­ 
dustries for which training shall 
be given. 
B. The number of persons to be 
trained for each job. 
C. The content of the training 
courses to be given. 
D. The selection of 
individual 
students. 
At the present stage of the pro­ 
gram, the United States Office of 
Education upon the approval of

Supplies to Europe 


Washington, Ju ly 31.—The Am­ 
erican Red Cross is 
rushing 
an 
average of 850,000 pounds of sup­ 
plies daily to suffering Europeans. 
Thus far, despite submarines, air 
bombers, blockades and mines, it 
has not lost a cargo. 
In the 11 months since the war 
began, its war relief machine has 
utilized 145 ships— 104 foreign and 
41 American—to transport nearly 
$S ,000,000 in food, clothing medi­ 
cal supplies, ambulances and emer­ 
gency field hospitals to England, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Norway, Finland, Poland and Lux­ 
embourg. 
Every foreign ship leaving New 
York is being pressed into serv­ 
ice. 
Supplies are taken from ihe 
Red Cross warehouse in Jersey 
City and transported free to vari­ 
ous open ports in Europe. 
Twenty ships have 
left 
New 
York this month with relief car­ 
goes, 
Most of these were British. 
They include the Samaria, Scythia, 
Consuelo, Brittanica and Tuniffa. 
Most relief shipments now are 
going to England and France. 
A 
trainload of 94 tons of condensed 
milk, dried milk, chocolate, cheese, 
ham and various baby foods has 
just been unloaded at Vichy and 
Another $50,000 trainload of baby 
foods was en route last week to 
Paris from Switzerland to be used 
solely for children in Paris

Relief in German-occupied Bel­ 
gium and Holland and the occu­ 
pied part of France is virtually im­ 
possible at present, officials said, 
because of ‘‘difficulties of trans­ 
portation, blockade and the lack 
of protective controls.”

VITAMINS AND 
ANIMAL DISEASES 


Another great 
contribution 
to 
man’s fight against livestock dis­ 
eases is the great volume of knowl­ 
edge that is rapidly accumulating 
with relation to vitamins and their 
bearing on animal health. 
Many diseases 
which 
formerly 
were classed as due to unknown 
causes are now quickly recognized 
by veterinarians as due to dietary 
deficiencies. 
For example, a few years ago 
thousands of young dairy calves 
died in convulsions during the win­ 
ter 
months, 
from 
an 
unknown 
cause. Today we know that this 
trouble is largely due to lack of 
vitamin D (the anti-rickets vita­ 
min), and that a supply of green, 
leafy alfalfa hay and clover will us­ 
ually prevent such trouble. 
Black tongue, the fatal dog disease 
so common in the Southern states, 
has been Identified as a lack of life- 
giving vitamin G, and some veter­ 
inary authorftiea feel that this par­ 
ticular vitamin Is also related to 
outbreaks of enteritis or bowel dis­ 
ease in swine. 
A brain trouble of baby chicks 
known as “crazy chick disease” has 
been traced to a deficiency of vita­ 
min E—the anti-sterility vitamin— 
while a peculiar trouble Involving 
the corners of the beak In young 
chicks is blamed on lack of a cer­ 
tain vitamin element known as the 
anti-chick dermatitis factor. Run­ 
ning fits of young dogs are said to 
be due to a prolonged lack of vita­ 


min B-l, while the so-called “cotton 
seed” poisoning so often noted In 
long-fed steers has definitely been 
classified as vitamin A deficiency 
and Is corrected by a supply of suit­ 
able legume hay. Night blindness 
In animals Is also associated with 
this vitamin, as is resistance of 
new-born animals to lung and in­ 
testinal Infections.

But the complexity of all this late 
knowledge of vitamins and their dis 
ease relationship is so complicated 
that counsel of a skilled veterinariar 
is essential In attempting to diag 
nose any of the nutritional diseases 
Some diseases mistakenly thought 
to be due to lack of certain vitamin? 
are, in reality, mineral deficiencies 
and vice-versa. 
Likewise, some of 
. the infectious diseases, for example 
: swamp fever of horses, closely re 
isemble nutritional deficiencies.

Alfalfa Growers

A number of office callers at 
the county agents office in Ben­ 
ton have inquired about the best 
plan to use for securing a stand 
of alfalfa. Alfalfa is a crop which 
may be difficult to secure unless 
proper preparation is made.

Jefferson City. Mo., Aug. 1.— 
The rom antic days when the w his­

The collection of

steam boating was made by John 
H. Long, m anager of the Missouri 
state highway

Mr. Long, himself a former river 
worker, is a descendant of a fam ­ 
ily of steam boat pilots and m asters 
and his collection is indeed a work 
of love. 
Steam boats 
influenced 
greatly 
the history and economic develop­ 
m ent of Missouri—‘‘the Mother of 
the W est”. 
One historian recalls 
that at the peak of the steamboat 
trade following the civil war over 
a 
half 
million 
settlers 
were 
brought into Missouri 
during 
a 
fifteen-year period.

While many boats continue to 
use the w’atcrw’ays, the barge lines 
and tow boats have robbed 
the 
steam boat trade of the glamour 
recounted by M ark Twain in his 
“Life on the Mississippi.” 
Mr. Long’s exhibit has been ar- 
langed in chronological order from 
the days of the old packets to those 
of modern tow boats. 
It also in­ 
cludes river im provem ent 
activ­ 
ities dow’n to the present time. 
The scenes from the

tion of a large highway
